Five cents was con* 
sumed by the cost of tools wear- 
tee out — that is, obsolescence. 
"rexes accounted for nine cents. 
The cost of human energy — 
Wages and other payroll items 
— took 27 cents. 


After all these bills were met, 


seven cents remained. This was 
the profit. But only about half 
of it was paid in the form of 
dividends to the owners of these 
businesses. The other half was 
used for reinvestment within the 
badnesses themselves. — Athens

LONDON (AP) -The sad 


riches-to-rags story of Randolph, 
Turpin, former world middle- 
weight champion, ended with a 
gunshot blast in a dingy back- 
street cafe Tuesday. 


Although police maintained a 


traditional silence on who did 
the shooting, friends said the 38- 
year-old Turpin had been de- 
pressed lately. 
In the same incident Turpin s 


17-month-old daughter, Carmen, 
was seriously injured with two 
gunshot wounds and rushed to a 
hospital. 


Turpin was found dead with a 


gun near the body in his wife's 
transport cafe in Leamington 
Spa, about 150 miles north of 
London. 


The spot was not far away 


from the town's m a i n street 
where the whole community 
turned out to give Turpin a 
hero's reception in July 1951. 


Turpin had just beaten the 


great Sugar Ray Robinson for 
the world middleweight title and 
was on top of the world. 


Just 64 days later Turpin went 


to New York and lost the title to 
Robinson on a knockout. 


Turpin kept on boxing _ b u t 


never reached the top again. 


During his fight career he is 


believed to have made $560,000. 
But by 1961 Turpin was bank- 
rupt. 


The saddest sight of all in re- 


cent years was to see an over- 
weight Turpin performing as a 
wrestler at $56 a match. 


Turpin told friends recently 


he was worried about a $560 in- 
come tax demand which he 
couldn't pay.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The

Air Force has had to borrow 
, 


more than 400,000 bombs from 
the Navy to help carry out its 
air strikes in Viet Nam, it was 
learned today. 


The Defense Department pro- 


vided this figure in response to 
questions after the bomb diver- 
sion came to light in congres- 
sional testimony released Tues- 
day. 


A Pentagon spokesman said 


that between Jan. 1, 1964 and 
April 30, 1966 "The Navy made 
available to the Air Force from 
Navy inventories slightly more 
than 400,000 bombs of various 
types and sizes." 


The great bulk of this supply 


was turned over to the Air 
Force before t h i s year, t h e 
spokesman said. No breakdown 
by year was given but presuma- 
bly most of the bombs were di- 
verted last year. Air strikes 
were first launched in North 
and South Viet Nam in Febru- 
ary 1965. 


The Navy uses 250-and 500- 


pound sizes. Depending on how 
many of each were provided, 
the Air Force received between 
50,000 and 100,000 tons of ammu- 
nition.

Baffles Treatment

A*-The nearest I can come 


to the disease you named is 
sidefoblastic anemia.This type 
is manifested by an abnormal 
increase in bone marrow and 
signs of impaired utilization 
of the iron (sideros) in the 
blood. The iron is not bound 
to the hemoglobin (the chem- 
ical that carries oxygen to 
your tissues) as it is in normal 
jlood. The cause is unknown 
and the disease fails to 
respond 
to a n y of the 
measures used to treat other 
forms of anemia. 


Q—About eight months ago, 


my doctor said 1 had hypo- 
chromic microcytic 
anemia. 


More recently he referred to 
it as secondary anemia. He is 
giving me vitamin B42 and 
\Afon which have helped me. 
He says I do not have aplastic 
anemia or leukemia. 
How 


serious are the types I do 
have? 


A—Hypochromic microcytic 


anemia is characterized 
by 


red 
blood 
cells that 
are 


smaller 
and f e w e r 
than 


normal and deficient in hemo- 
globin. In most cases this is 
due to an iron deficiency, 
V'hich may result from a lack 
of iron in your diet, defective 
absorption of iron from your 
digestive tract or chronic loss 
of blood. 


The most u s u a l cause is 


chronic blood loss, which may 
be due to bleeding piles, pro- 
longed daily use of aspirin or 
excessive loss of blood during 
menstruation.

Ky Saw Big 
Chance and 
He Took It 
WASHINGTON (AP) - Pre- 


mier Nguyen Oao Ky is a 
flashy, ambitious man, and ap- 
parently crafty. It's the crafty, 
bit which seems to have taken 
President Johnson's administra- 
tion by surprise over the week- 
end. 


Ky just did what he backed 


away from doing a few weeks 
ago. He sent his troops into 
South Viet Nam's northern city 
of Da Nang to take over. The 
reason seems clear: the chance 
for success looks better now 
than then. 


Early in 1966 Ky gagged when 


offered the job of youth and 
sports minister in Viet Nam's 
government. He was command- 
er of the air force and he didn't 
wartt to give up that job for the 
other. He was assured he could 
have both. 


So he accepted the ministerial 


job, too, and about six months 
later hit the jackpot when the 
generals took over the govern- 
ment and he was made premier. 


This might have seemed — 


and in the end may turn out that 
way — like just one more gov- 
ernment in a long line. Nine 
governments 
had come and 


gone since President .:NgQiDih 
Diem was thrown'out and killed 
in 1963. 


But Ky, as Sunday's events 


showed, wasn't the type to give 
up easily even though at time he 
may have seemed to accept ad- 
versity rather meekly. 


His turmoil began last March 


When he forced a showdown 
with a rival, Lt. Gen. Nguyen 
Chanh Thi, who was thrown out 
of the military junta and out of 
command of the northern prov- 
inces where he had close ties 
with the Buddhists. 


Monks and students in Da 


Nang in the north, and else- 
where, demanded the reinstate- 
ment of Thi. They demonstrated 
against Ky's government. 


Under this pressure Ky prom- 


ised a constitutional convention 
and elections to create a civilian 
government But he finally got 
fed up with the rumpus and flew 
4,000 troops to Da Nang's air 
base April 4. 


Then he decided not to use 


them against the city. The rum- 
pus gradually quieted down; at 
least it lost its intensity. In view 
of whathappened Sunday Ky 
must have figured April 4 was 
not a good time to use troops. 


But it was only a temporary 


yielding, 


Drawing up a constitution 


with a constitutional assembly 
and preparing for the elections 
will take time. And recently Ky 
announced he would stay in of- 
fice another year. 


Further, he said, if the people 


elected a neutralist or Commu- 
nist 
government the 
army 


would fight. The Buddhists mut- 
tered but this time there was no 
vast outpouring in protest. 


And Sunday Ky went through 


with what he had stopped short 
of doing before. He airlifted mil- 
itary forces to Da Nang. After a 
fight they took the city. 


It was ail done so quickly the 


Johnson administration disa- 
vowed any advance knowledge 
of what Ky ha in mind. He act- 
ed while Henry Cabot Lodge, V 
S. ambassador to Viet Nam was 
here conferring with Johnson. 


Although the administration 


in Washington ordered U. S. 
officials in Saigon to press for ft 
peaceful solution, this may be 
wishful thinking in a disorderly 
country like Viet Nam. 


These past few weeks gave 


Ky time to rally his forces, 
figure the strength and weak- 
ness of his opponents, and take 
care of any fences which needed 
mending before he acted, as hi? 
did §M«giy.

Community Health Discussed at Club Meet 
Slowdown in

Misleading

NEW YORK (AP) -The slow- 


down in the economy could be 
overestimated because 
it is 


making its first appearance in 
the three places to which the 
public pays most attention: the 
stock market, the auto industry 
and home building. 


Much of the rest of the econo- 


my is still whirling along at 
about the same speed and some 
sectors are likely to increase 
their pace. 


But a chill has replaced the 


speculative fever in the stock 
market. And when stock prices 
drop, many Americans—even 
those who don't own a single 
share—begin to shiver. 


The auto industry has cut 


back from full-speed production 
after sales slipped slightlly from 
a pace that outsiders had con- 
sidered hard to maintain. And 
the general public holds widely 
to the opinion that as the auto 
industry goes so goes the nation. 


Home building stopped ex- 


panding some time back. But 
manv had honed that this sprint; 
would see a revival. This hasn't 
come so far. And homf l-imldi-rs 
tend to blame tight money and 
higher interest rates. 
When 


cities and towns stop growing at 


a breakneck speed, the local 
citizens worry. 


But much of the rest of the 


economy is still Dooming along. 


Steel output has climbed to the 


highest rate of the veaf. T,ast 
week the mills turned out 2,776,- 
WiO tons. This isn't far from the 
record week's production of 2.- 
606,000 tons set in the week end- 
ing April 24, 1965. And the mills 
are talking about a good chance 
that total tonnage this month 
will be the highest for any May. 


Defense spending has picked 


up speed. And as the factories 
get the government orders, busy 
weeks and months lie ahead. 


The aircraft industry is enjoy- 


ing not only defense orders but 
large ones from commercial 
airlines, both here and abroad. 


Consumer spending in general 


continues at a hfghrate, with 
only car buying as the main, 
and most publicized, exception. 
But even if auto sales slip from 
last year's nine-million 
unit 


pace, the total will still be high- 
er than in most other years. 


industrial output in general 


was still rising in April. The 
gain for the month wasn't as 
much as in March and Febru- 
ary. And cutbacks in the auto 
factories may clip the May 
figures. But production of con- 
sumer goods—both durables and 
soft goods—is well ahead of last 
year's rate. And few business 
leaders look for any real decline 
for some months to come.

Uncertainty 
Is Certain 
in Viet Nam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


country with a fever. The one 
certainty about South Viet Nam 
is its uncertainty, no matter 
how optimistic the Johnson ad- 
ministration sounds about it. 


There had to be a showdown 


there between the military gov- 
ernment and the Buddhists who 
want to topple it while the Unit- 
ed States is busy trying to de- 
fend it against the Communists. - 
Premier Nguyen Cao Ky, who 


met with President Johnson in 
Honolulu last February, forced 
the showdown over the weekend 
when troops loyal to him seized 
Viet Nam's second largest city, 
Da Nang, a 
Buddhist strong- 


hold. 


This could mean civil war, 


and a bloody one. 


The Johnson administration 


appeared deeply disturbed and 
said it had no foreknowledge of 
Ky's action. Johnson met re- 
peatedly with his top aides. 
Then late Monday a high U.S. 
official said he doubted there 
would be civil war. 


He would not let his name be 


used but met with newsmen aft- 
er a late Monday conference 
between Johnson and his aides, 
including Henry Cabot Lodge, 
U.S. ambassadpre to Viet Nam. 


But this official's optimism 


turned out to be limited. 


While he didn't expect war 


now, he said he foresaw a long 
period of instability — while the 
United States was still trying to 
keep out the Communists — but 
hopefully thought this might 
evolve into stability. 


And this gets back to a basic 


question: 


If no civil war now, what 


about later? The countrv has 
been more or less chaotic for 
years. While Ky may get away 
with his showdown now, no one 
can predict there won't be a 
blood bath eventually. 


The South Vietnamese have 


never had democracy. Their 
concern, as they have demon- 
strated it, has never been s o 
much for the national interest 
as for the interest of special 
groups. 


The more chaotic Viet Nam 


becomes, the less reason the 
United States can have before 
the world for keeping its forces 
there to defend against commu- 
nism a people who meanwhile 
make war on themselves. 


If under such curcumstances 


i he United States had to 
pull 


out. it would be an international 
embarrassment for the United 
States without parallel i n its 
history
